A Proclamation. 
The custom which set apart the thirtieth day 
of May in each year for special commemoration 
of the services and sacrifices of the soldiers and 
tailors to whoae unequaled valor and abiding 
fidelity we are indebted for the preservation 
of our government and the unity of our na­ 
tion, has received official recognition in Wle- 
cornin, and that day has been added to the 
list of legal holidays, and when it 
falls on 
Sunday, the succeeding Monday is a legal hoi* 
lday. 
In deference to this provision of law, and in or­ 
der to secure the cooperation of all cia asea of 
citizens in the memorial services appropriate 
to the occasion, the orders heretofore issued 
from the National and Department Headquar­ 
ters of the Grand Army of the Republic, des­ 
ignating Saturday, May 2'Jih, aa the Memor- 
tai Day for the current year, have been mod­ 
ified, and the 
members of that organization 
advised vo observe the succeeding Monday. 
Therefore, I, William K. Sm ith, Governor of 
the State of Wisconsin, do recommend that the 
patriotic men, women and children In this State 
nnite to keep and observe 
Monday, the 31 at Day of May, Instant, 
as a memorial holiday in fact. 
We owe it to ourselves, to our country, to pos­ 
terity, and. above all, to the memory of the patri­ 
ot dead, lo strew w^ith the choicest of spring 
flowers the grave of every Union soldier in Wia 
contin, and thereby bear public testimony that 
the names anet fame of our dead heroes have net 
faded from our remembrance, but endure and 
•hall endure throughout all coming years, even 
aa the flowers appear and reappear in never-end 
lug succession. 
In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the great seal of the 
State of Wisconsin to be affixed. Done

This is 31 more than a majority: But it 
will bo seea that he gives Grant all the 
doubtful votes—the full vote of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, and Texas, while it 
is very certain that he will get these States 
solid. The Inter Ocean's table of estimates, 
gives Grant 409 and Blaine only 180, in 
which it allows Grant all the possibilities. 
The Blaine club in Washington, makes 
an entirely different count, and it defies 
the third termers to show where the ex- 
Presldent can secure within a hundred 
votes of enough to nominate him on the 
first 
ballot. 
This club 
figures out 
that 
Grant

votes of a nomination on the first ballot* 
and that he can not get it under any cir­ 
cumstances. Persons not connected with 
the Blaine dab, bat are anti-third termers, 
have made what they call very careful 
estimates, and they make it appear abso­ 
lutely certain that while Grant is ahead ot 
the other candidates, it is not possible for 
him to get a majority. Not counting Col­ 
orado, Louisiana, or Idaho, which have to 
elect 24 delegates, they furnish this result:

It will thus be seen 
how widely different are the estimates of 
persons Who have made

A gentleman In this city who has kept 
tally for several days, and who has watched 
the proceedings of the various State Con­ 
ventions with considerable care, makes two 
estimates—one based on the plan of giving 
Grant all the States fithat have instructed

The first estimste gives

The 
second estimate gives Grant 2G6, aud al­ 
lowing Blaine all the possibilities—which 
includes 22 votes from Pennsylvania, and 
IO from New York—and he bas 2G3, or 111 
short of a nomination. 


These are the eitimates as made by the 
friends of Grant and Blaine. Neither ol 
them can ba called reliable tor the plain 
reason that It is impossible to tell with 
certainty what strength any of the candi­ 
dates wilt develop in the Convention. - At 
the present writing, Grant is ahead, and 
he seems to havs the best chance of a nom­ 
ination. Bat there is no telling what the 
next week will bring forth, as it may be 
be impossible for him to get it on the first 
ballot. If he falls then, his nomination 
will hardly be made.

S a n F r a n c isco, May 2 3 -A Santa Cruz 
dispatch says: “A local train on the South 
Pacific Coast Railroad, which run to-day 
between here and Big Trees with passen* 
gers to the Independent rifle picnic at that 
place met with a terrific accident at 3:30 
Three open cars, with high railings oat* 
side and tho ends with seats, and loaded 
with about 125 persons, left this| place for 
that city. The train was pulled by No 3 
engine, 
one 
Elliott 
being 
the 
engineer. 
On

way 
down 
all went well till No 7 tunnel was 
passed, said tunnel being located just above 
and overlooking the powder works. 
Aa 
the cars parsed through 
the tunnel the 
speed of the engine was increased, it being 
down grade. Ju9t as the curve in the road 
was reached the fit st car jumped the track 
to the lett and the second to (he right, the j 
third car remaining on the track. 
People in the first two cars were thrown 
in a heap inside toward the bank in a con- 
fused mass, the cars passing over those 
who were across the track. 
Those on the 
the third car ware uninjured, merely being 
knocked off their feet. 
Those not hurt Immediately set to work 
to assist the woanded and look atter the 
dying and dead, and word was immediately 
sent lo Felton and this place for assistance, 
which was promptly rendered. 
A gloom of sadness to-night 19 cast over 
oar city. Eyery hotel is being toraed into 
a hospital lo receive the wounded, which 
will number upwards of forty. 
Already thirteen are reported dead, and 
others will die before morning. 
A number of Ban Francisco people 
were on the train at the tiqie of the acci* 
dent. 
It will be impossible to give a full 
list of the woanded to-night, as they are 
being cared for by all parties, and are 
spread in various parts of the town. 
Some ot the dead have not been identi­ 
fied. 
Physicians are heroically working to 
relieve the sufferings of the wounded, as­ 
sisted by the Sisters of Charity. 
No service is being held at the churches 
on account of the disaster.

He Asks the Government to Pay Him 
*4,200 for Trying to Steal Hr 
Wsshbnrn’s 
Beat—Mr. 
Finley’s 
Share. 
Washington, May 22—It is understood 
that Ignatius Donnelly has presented to 
the House Committee on Elections his 
bill for services rendered to the Democ- 
lacy by contesting the seat of Mr. Wash­ 
burn. 
The amount el this bill is about $4,200. 
Some of the items appear to be suggestive. 
For example, it is said that there is a 
charge of $1,000 for cash paid to Messrs. 
Johnson & Poe for professional services 
before the special committee appointed 
to Investigate and ascertain who wrote 
the anonymous letter to Chairman Spring­ 
er. 
Why Donnelly should employ counsel 
to protect himself in this investigation, or, 
it ha has dona so. why ilia United Slates 
.•mould be called upon to pay such coon* 
sci, it will puzzle most people to imagiue 
I; really looks like an ingenious dodge ot 
Donnelly to compel the Government to 
pay counsel fees to defend the mysterious 
Colonel Finley, who appears in the posi­ 
tion of a defendant in the investigation 
mentioned. Bat it appears that the name 
of Colonel Finley himself appears in the 
bill presented by Donnelly, appended to a 
receipt for $500 for "professional services” 
in mc contested election case of Donnelly 
against Washburn. 
Several members of the House have, it 
is reported, expressed a desire that Colonel 
Finley should present an itemized account 
fie never appeared before the Elections 
Committee in the capacity of counsel for 
Donnelly, and the members of that com­ 
mittee did not suspect that he was Don­ 
nelly’s counsel until he swore to the tact 
recently. The curiosity to see his acconut 
itemized, therefore, springs from a desire 
to know how much Colonel Finley charged 
for writing the “bulldozing" letter to Mr. 
Springer, and how mach for laying the 
“whole case before our friends in New 
York." through Ald. Tnomey, ex-Lteut 
Governor 
Dorsheimer, 
and ex-Mayor 
Wickham. 
Col. Finley swears that he did not write 
the anonymous letter, and so, of course, no 
charge on that account will appear in his 
itemized bill. 
Curiosity in regard to what Colonel 
Finlay really did to earn that $500 is the 
more pardonable for the reason that it is 
as large an amount as Donnelly agreed to 
pay Messrs Julian and Meloy, who pre­ 
pared elaborate printed briefs and advoca­ 
ted his cause of ally before the Election 
Committee. 
It is understood that Donnelly’s bill 
contains an item of over $700 for “board 
and sundries," for himself from the first 
of last December ap to the end of this 
month. 


Speculations Belating to the First 
Ballot at Chicago. 
W ashington, May 23—Mr W E Chan­ 
dler this evening sent the following dis­ 
patch to J 8 Clarkson, editor of the Iowa 
State Register: 
The best and most reliable estimate that 
can be made this evening gives on the first 
ballot at Chicago: Blaine, 305; Grant, 
239; Sherman, IOO; Edmonds, 35; Wash- 
burue, 12; Windom, IO; or 230 for Grant 
to 4G7 for all others. This estimate Is based 
upon fifteen votes for Blaine from New 
York and eighteen from Pennsylvania, but 
none from Ohio or Illinois. Of the twen­ 
ty contesting delegates from Illinois, elect­ 
ed by the strongest Republican Congres­ 
sional districts, fourteen are for Blaine and 
six for Wa8hbnrne. I have little doubt the 
result will verify the above estimate, and 
that Mr. Blaine will be nominated on the 
second ballot.

ANOTHER ESTIMATE. 
New Y ork, May 23—The Times will 
print to-morrow an estimate of the stand­ 
ing of 732 of the 75G National delegates, 
giving Grant 3G4 ; Blaine, 209 ; Sherman, 
81, Edmunds, 37 ; Washburne, 4 ; Windom, 
IO; and classing 27 doubtful. In New 
York Blaine is allowed 6 and Sherman 2 
delegates. Pennsylvania is put solid for 
Grant. Wisconsin is given 13 doubtful 
votes, and Indiana 4. Grant is credited 
with no delegates from Indiana. 
The 
table doe* not Include Louisiana or Colo­ 
rada. The Times concludes that as Grant 
will get half the 27 doubtful votes he is 
certain of at least 332 votes on the first 
ballot at Chicago.

Senator Morgan’a Bill for the Count­ 
ing ortho elect oral Vote. 
Washington, May 23— Most of yester­ 
day was spent by the Senate in considera­ 
tion of Mr, Morgan’s electoral count joint 
rule. 
Mr. Conkling opposed it on the 
ground that it was merely an ephemeral 
measure, that was Intended to give the 
Democrats a chance to count In the next 
President, and for no other purpose.

An Old Man from Wisconsin Arrest­ 
ed for Murdering His (Son. 


B u ffa lo , N Y May 22—Early yester­ 
day an aged German was arrested in this 
city on the terrible charge of murdering 
his boa at Roundom Lake, Wisconsin. The 
capture was effected by Policeman Stone, 
on duty at the depot, at the request of the 
condncter of the train in which the accused 
came to this city. 
The conductor had re­ 
ceived a telegram from Sheriff Frank Gillis

description of the missing criminal and 
announcing that the fugitive was traveling 
to the East. The prisoner gave his name 
as Peter Zimmer, bat the telegram said it 
was John Conrad. He finally acknow! 
edged the fact, and said that Zimmer was 
the name of his neighbor. 
Conrad was 
taken to the police station, when be was 
interviewed by Superintendent ot Police. 
He said he was 80 years old, and was, he 
supposed,accused of killing his son,21 years 
old, bat he dented having done so. 
His 
son has been an Invalid for some time, and 
dad been hunchbacked from his birth. 
Some time ago he fell oat of bed and the 
prisoner picked him up and pat him back. 
Then he fell out again afterwards and died 
atter wards. The old man emphatically 
denied ever having used any violence to­ 
ward the deceased. 
Coo rad is a very 
rough-looking specimen, blind in one eye, 
and almost stiff from rheumatism. He said 
that he was on his way to New York, 
where be was gotog to marry a young 
woman 70 years old* who was coming from 
the old country to meet him. He was 
locked ap to awalt the arrival of Wiscon­ 
sin officers.
